22. The Jury for feature films shall meet agaia on the Award 
Presentation day and decide about the award winners in the 
categories mentioned in sub-regulation (1) of regulation 
20 and regulation 21. The report about these awards 
shah lie submitted to the Government immediately after the 
presentation of the awards. 

23. Any person directly or indirectly associated with the 
film entered in the festival shall not be eligible to serve on 
tlie Jury.
